CROP  PROSPECTS 


MEAT 

The  outlook  for  the  wheat  crop  of  the  southern  hemisphere  continues 
favorable.    In  Australia  beneficial  rainfall  during  September  is  reported. 
In  Argentina  recent  cooler  weather  and  moderate  rainfall  have  favored 
development  of  the  crop» 

The  rronsoon  rainfall  of  India  since  the  "beginning  of  the  monsoon 
period  in  June  has  "been  slightly  above  normal  over  the  plains  of  India  as 
a  whole.    There  has  been  an  excess  of  about  5U  per  cent  in,  the  western 
part  of  the  United  Provinces  and  in  the  eastern  and  northern' parts  of 
the  Punjab* 

EAR  LEY 

The  European  barley  crop  may  be  said  to  be  satisfactory  on  the 
whole.    Early  threshing  results  indicate  a  fairly  good  quality  of  grain 
although  in  parts  of  some  countries  the  grain  is  badly  stained.  In 
the  countries  of  the  Lower  Danube  the  grain  is  reported  as  of  good 
average  weight  and  fair  quality.     Czechoslovakia,  which  is  one  of  the 
large  brewing  centers  of  Europe,  reports  a  surplus  of  grain  for  export 
after  supplying  the  quantity  needed  for  home  industri  es.  (See  page  421). 
The  outlook  for  the  barley  crops  in  Argentina  and  Australia  is  good. 
These  countries,  however,  normally  produce  only  small  quantities  and 
are  of  little  importance  in  the  world  trade.    In  India  seeding  prospects 
are  favorable  as  a  result  of  recent  rains*

OATS 

Oats  production  in  1925  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  last 
year  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  and.  a  somewhat  smaller  increase  in 
the  aggregate  production  of  countries  of  Europe.    The  crop  has  been 
harvested  under  generally  favorable  conditions  although  rainy  weather 
in  some  districts  has  caused  some  damage.

CORN 

The  corn  crops  of  European  countries  are  turning  out  well.  Esti- 
mates of  production  from  the  three  Danubian  countries  of  Hungary,  Rumania 
and  Bulgaria  combined  amount  to  3O8 ,408, 000  bushels  against  262,813,000 
bushels  last  year  .Rumania  with  a  domestic  requirement  of  about  120,000,000 
bushels  has  a  crop  estimated  at  183,000,000  bushels.    The  corn  crop  of 
India  is  e::pected  to  be  unusually  good, 

POTATOES 

The  reduction  of  about  25  per  cent  in  the  North  American  potato  crop 
as  compared  with  last  year  is  the  most  important  item  reported  to  date 
in  the  world  potato  situation.    Estimates  of  production  in  9  countries  of 
Europe  show  an  increase  of  l4  per  cent  ever  192'+  but  this  does  not  offset 
the  decrease  in  the  United  States,    Estimates  are  not  yet  available  for  the 
large  European  producers,  Germany,  Poland  and  France,     Conditions  in  these 
countries,  however,  are  favorable.     Germany  and  Poland  report  increases 
in  acreage  but  the  French  acreage  is  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year,

COTTON 

No  information  has  come  in  during  the  week  on  conditions  in  Egypt. 
In  Burma,  India,  sow.ing  commenced  at  the  normal  time  except  in  Tha/etmye 
wher§  it  Was  a  little  late,  according  to  Vice  Consul  Gram  at  Rangoon.  On 
the  whole-  the  rainfall  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  crop  prospects  are  fav- 
orable.    In  lower  California'  the  month  of  August  was  ideal  for  cotton  grow- 
ing, according  to  Vice  Consul  Doherty  of  Mexicali.     Water  in  canals  has  been 
abundant  and  a  strong,  vigorous  plant  has  developed  carrying  an  abundant 
supply  of  squares,  blooms,  and  bolls.     The  district,  however,  has  been  in- 
vaded by  the  cotton  leaf -worm  and  considerable  damage  has  been  caused  by 
this  pest.     In  Persia,  in  the  Mazandaran  district,   the  crop  is  almost  a  total 
failure,  but  in  the ' Khorassan  district  the  cutlook  is  good,  according  to 
Consul  MacVitty  at  Teheran.

SUGAR  •  ... 

Reports  on  the  latest  sugar  beet  tests  in  Euvope  show  an  unusual  de- 
velopmert  of  foliage  and  a  weight  of  roots  above, that  of  last  year  but  a  de- 
ficiency in  sugar  content,  according  to  a  trade  report  of  September  12.  The 
deficiency  in  sugar  content  averages  around  one  per  cent  below  that  of  last 
year.     In  France  the  leaves  have  grown  luxuriantly  as  a  result  of  the  contin- 
uous rains  but  roots  are  small  and  the  sugar  content  considerably  below  nor- 
mal.    In  Italy  the  crop  has  made  up  much  of  the  ground  lost  by  late  sowings. 
Reports  from  Belgium  and  Netherlands  are  optimistic.     A  great  deal  depends  on 
the  weather  conditions  of  the  next  few  weeks  in  determining  the  final  outcome 
of  the  crop  in  Europe.     No  new  information  has  beer,  received  during  the  week 
on  cane  sugar  prospects.

The  1925-26  sugar  crop  in  Russia  is  estimated  to  be  900,000  short 
tons  according  to  a  report  from  the  Russian  Information  Bureau  quoting  the 
Soviet  Sugar  Trust.     This  amount  of  sugar  is  said  to  be  sufficient  to  supply 
Russia's  requirements  for  the  coming  year.     The  sugarbeet  crop  is  placed 
at  about  6,000,000  short  tons  from  an  acreage  of  1,513,000  acres.  This 
acreage  figure  is  considerably  higher  than  the  estimate  of  1,158,000  acres 
as  reported  in  June  by  the  International  Institute  at  Rome.     The  report 
also  states  that  a  good  crop  of  sugar  beet  seed  is  expected  which  will  be 
sufficient  in  amount  to  fully  cover  the  needs  for  next  year's  sowings  and 
provide  a  surplus  of  6,500  short  tons. 


These  figures  have  not  yet  been  incorporated  in  the  tables  of  acre- 
age and  production  of  sugar  beets  given  above.

FIBERS  OTHER  THAN  COTTON 

The  outlook  for  production  for  all  fibers  except  abaca  (Manila  hemp) 
and  jute  is  favorable  according  to  reports  so  far  received. 

With  a  hemp  fiber  production  for  Russia  apparently  Well  above  last 
year  and  the  Italian  crop  as  large  or  larger  then  in  132k  a  good  world 
supply  seems  certain.    Flax  production  for  fcur  countries  reporting  for 
this  year  totals  about  a  fifth  larger  than  last  year  and  the  acreage  for 
ten  countries  12  per  cent  greater.    Provided  estimates  for  these  countries 
are  typical  of  the  rest  of  Europe  outside  of  Russia  and  provided  the 
Russian  crop  turns  out  to  be  well  above  last  year,  as  indicated  by  the 
latest  report  to  the  Russian  Information  Bureau,  the  world  flax  fiber  crop 
will  "be  above  that  of  19^4. 

Henequen  shipments  from  Progreso,  which  with  stocks,  are  the  only 
indication  we  have  of  production  of  this  product  in  Mexico,  were  37  per 
cent  greater  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1925  than  for  the  same 
period  in  I92U.     Stocks  at  Progreso  at  the  beginning  of  September  this 
year  were  also  greater  than  at  the  same  time  last  year.    Abaca  or  Manila 
hemp  statistics  of  the  amounts  graded  in  the  Philippines,  and  commercial 
statistics  of  receipts,  indicate  a  production  below  192U.    A  preliminary 
estimate  of  the  jute  crop  places  production  slightly  below  last  year's 
crop.    No  information  is  available  for  African  true  sisal  nor  the  Hew  . 
Zealand  formium  tenax.

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FRUITS,     VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 


GERMANY  AFPLE  IMPORTS  LARGE  IN  AUGUST.-    The  movement  of  apples  into 
Germany  from  neighboring  countries  this  year,  has  assumed  large  proportions  some- 
what earlier  than  last  year,  according  to  figures  cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissi one 
Schoenfeid  at  Berlin.    With  the  light  crco  in  prospect  continental  countries  will 
offer  a  market  for  American  apples  much  earlier  than  last  season.    August  imports  in 
to  Germany  were  equivalent  to  Uo3,000  boxes,  compared  with  an  importation  of  1115,000 
boxes  last  year.  .  More  than  one-- third  of  these  early  arrivals,  or  approximately 
173,000  boxes,  came  from  Hungary,  which  supplied  a  negligible  amount  last  year  when 
the  crop  was  large  in  sources  of  supply  nearer  tc  the  German  market.  Italy 
contributed  approximately  100,000  boxes,  or  about  20  per  cent,  of  the  August  imports, 
compared  with  55,000  boxes  last  August,  although  the  Italian  crop  is  considerably 
smaller  than  a  year  ago.    Belgium  and  Holland  were  the  other  important  sources  of 
supply.    Czechoslovakia,  Switzerland,  and  Austria,  which  usually  supply  the  bulk  of 
German  imports,  have  very  short  crops  and  had  not  yet  shipped  important  quantities, 
according  to  August  returns. 

YUGOSLAVIAN  PRUNE  CROP  SMALLER,  DEMAND  LIGHT.-    Estimates  of  the  Yugoslavian 
prune  crop  are  tending  to  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  recent  unfavorable  weather, 
although  no  definite  figures  are  available,  according  to  cabled  information  received 
in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  through  the  Department  of  Commerce  from  Trade 
Commissioner  Hynes  at  Rome  under  date  of  September  13.    The  exportable  surplus  of 
the  crop  was  estimated  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas,  Vienna,  early  in  Sept- 
ember, at  not  greater  than  4-1,000  short  tons.    Mr.  Hynes  reports  that  the  demand 
for  prunes  is  light  and  that  f . o.b.  quotations  have  recently  declined  10  per  cent 
with  a  weak  tendency  still  prevailing  in  mid- Sept  ember.    Lower  prices  will  un- 
doubtedly reduce  the  share  of  the  crop  dried  for  export  and  result  in  the  diversion 
cf  larger  quantities  of  prunes  for  brandy  production.     It  does  not  now  seem  likely 
that  any  considerable  share  of  the  crop  will  accumulate  as  stocks  of  dried  prunes, 
as  the  carryover  from  last  season  of  both  prunes  and  brandy  was  the  smallest  in 
several  years. 

FRENCH  PRUNE  CROP  FURTHER  REDUCED . -    The  French  prune  crop  was  being 
estimated  during  the  first  week  of  September  at  between  2,500  and  3ic00  short  tons, 
compared  with  U,000  short  tons  during  the  first  week  of  August,  according  to  a 
report  just  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  Memminger  at 
Bordeauz.    Early  estimates  indicated  a  crop  of  9,000  tons.    A  statement  as  to  the 
quality  of  the  crop  was  considered  premature  at  the  time  of  the  Consul's  report, 
but  it  was  expected  that  UC  per  cent  of  the  crop  would  be  large  in  size.  Twenty- 
five  per  cent  large  size  fruit  is  considered  a  normal  figure.     Good  weather  pre- 
%vailing  at  the  time  of  the  Consul's  report  was  improving  the  quality  and  hastening 
'the  maturity  of  the  crop.    French  imports  from  the  United  States  were  expected  to 
be  larger  than  last  year. 

SPANISH  ONION  SHIPMENTS.-    Exports  of  Spanish  onions  from  Valencia  for  the 
season  up  to  September  13,  totaled  142,000  crates  and  25,000  cases  of  which  50,000 
crates  and  6,500  cases  sailed  during  the  week  ending  September  13,  according  to 
a  cable  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Vice  Consul  Codoner.    A  vessel  now 
leading  will  land  about  55.000  crates  in  New  York  around  October  5« 
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SMYRNA  FIG  CROF  REDUCED,  FRIGES  RISE.-  Reliable  sources  of  inform -ion 
m  Smyrna  are  generally  agreed  that  Smyrna  fig  production  will  not  exceed 
IS, CCO  long  tons,  a  figure  somewhat  below  earlier  estimates,  according  to  in- 
formation received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  through  the  Departirent  of 
Commerce  from  Trade  Commission  r  Hyn^s  at  Rome.     Prices  in  Smyrna,  whirh  T.J&r. 
3d  slightly  above  those  of  last  jear,  rose  approximately  20  per  cent  du:  -.ng 
the  first  half  of  September,  largely  because  of  the  downward  revision  in 
estimates  of  production,  and  the  lightness  of  Smyrna  stocks  resulting  from 
restrictions  on  shipment  from  the  interior,  imposed  by  growers  cooperative -J. 
J-he  quality  of  the  crop  is  reported  generally  poor  with  best  girdes  scarce 

19?-5  GREEK  FIG  CROF  SMALLER  THAN  LAST  YEAR.-  The  1925  Greek  fig  crop  1 
oelieved  to  be  about  20  per  cent^smaller  that  than  of  I92U,  according  to  o~ 
report  from  the  American  Consular  Agent  located  at  Kalamata,  Greece,  uadex 
date  of  August  20.    Estimates  at  that  time  placed  the  yield  in  the  Province 
Of  Messinia  at  I9,oc0,000  pounds  and  in  Latonia  at  5,  6H0  ,000  pounds,  a  total 
Of  25,500,000  pounds.     The  yield  for  both  provinces  "in  I92U  was  31,88U,0CC 
pounds.    The  quality  of  the  crop  is  expected  to  to  fairly  good.     Sales  were 
ceing  made  at  3  cents  per  pound  f.  o.  b«  warehouse  Kalamata. 

GREEK  CURRANT  CROP  RELIEVED  LARGER. -    The  currant  trade  in  Fatras, 
u-r^ece,  is  generally  of  the  opinion  that  the  new  Gree?t  currant  crop,  now 
ocing  exported,  will  amount  to  approximately  300,000,000  Venetian  pounds 
(298, 000, 000  pounds, U.  S. ) ,  as  compared' with  the  estimate  of  260,000-000 
Venetian  pounds  (25S  million  pounds,.  U.S),  reported  a  month  previous,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  from  American  Consul  Donegan,  under  date  of  August  28.  Ehe 
192b  production  is  now  placed    at  325,000,000  Venetian  pounds  022,000,000 
pounds,  U.S.),  the  largest  crop  on  record  since  IfJ12.     The  quality  of  this 
year's  crop  is  much  better  than  last  year's  as  a  result  of  c xceptionally 
favorable  weather  conditions  in  recent  months. 

LARGE  FRENCH  WALNUT  CROP  PRACTICALLY  ASSURED.-  With  excellent  weather 
prevailing,  a  large  crop  of  walnuts  in  Southwestern  France  is  practically 
assured,  according  to  Consul  I.Iemminger  at  Bordeaux  in  a  report 'dated  September' 
8  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Estimates  of  the  probable  I925 
crop  of  Hiartots,"  "Cornes"  and  "Charentes"  combined  indicated  a  yield  of 
approximately  16, 775  short  tons  compared  with  a  crop  of  11,000  short  tons 
produced  last  year.     "Marbo+s"  are  expected  to  total  U,400  tons,  "Crimes" 
^,075,  and  "Charentes"  8,250  tons.     The  forthcoming  crop  of  shelling  varictic 
is  expected  to  be  as  large  as  in  ma.ximum  years. 

SICILIAN  FILBERT  CROF  SHORT.  -  The  Sicilian  filbert  crop  will  be 
relatively  small  although  early  prospects  were  promis ing,- -according  to  Edward 
I.  Nathan,  ^nerican  Consul  at  Palermo,  dated  August  26.    No  figures  for  the 
crop  are  available.     The  crop  for  the  last  four  years  has  been  poor,  that  of 
last  year  amounting  to  only  6,000  tons.     Stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the 
report  were  less  than  1,000  bags  of  50  kilos  each.     The  pistachio  crop  is 
expected  to  be  good.    Stocks  were  low  and  prices  high  at  the  end  of  August. 
The  Sicilian  walnut  crop  promises  to  be  abundant  and  may  total  3-.000  ton5?. 
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RISING  TENDENCY  IN  BRITISH  BACON  MARKET . -    Prices  of  Danish  and 
Canadian  bacon  on  British  markets  continue  strong  with  an  upward  tendency 
apparent.    Danish  wilt shires  at  Liverpool  during  the  week  ending 
September  2_j  averaged  $29*63  per  hundred  pounds,  compared  with  $29-00  for 
the  previous  week,    Canadian  wiltghirea  were  unchanged  at  $26,22.  Receipts 
of  fat  pigs  at  representative  English  maikets  were  steady. 

REDUCED  BRITISH  HOG  PRODUCTION  LIKELY,    A  break  has  occurred  during 
I925  in  the  steady  post-war  growth  of  the  British  hog  industry  and  all  in- 
dications now  point  to  a  large  decrease  during  192b  in  the  production  of  hogs 
and  pork  products,  which  reached  recr-rd  proportions  in  the  past  two  years. 
The  total  number  of  hogs  on  June  k  this  year  was  2,643,000  or  IS  per  cent 
less  than  the  3,222,000  reported  last  year,  according  to  the  Agricultural 
Returns  for  England  and  Wales.    The  figures  for  breeding  sows,  moreover, 
show  an  even  sharper  reduction  than  those  for  other  hogs.     The  total  number 
kept  for  breeding  on  June  '4  this  year  was  only  316,300  compared  with  449,000 
a  year  earlier,  a  reduction  of  practically  30"  per  cent.    The  I925  figure  is 
only  slightly  above  the  average  for  the  ten  years  1915^25.     This  decline 
indicates  strikingly  the  relation  of  the  hug  cycle  in  the  United  States  to 
foreign  production. 

While  these  figures  indicate  that  an  important  recession  in  the 
industry  is  in  prospect,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  hogs 
is  still  large  when  compared  with  previous  years,  in  fact,  379>OCO  above 
the  ten  year  average,  I9i.5-.2U.    The  hog  industry  in  1924  had  reached 
proportions  50  per  cent  above  pre-war. 

GERMAN  PORK  MARKET  STEADY.-  The  German  hog  and  pork  market  continues 
steady  with  prices  of  both  hogs  and  lard  showing  little  change  from  levels 
of  the  past  three  weeks.    Hogs  of  220  to  2b5  pounds  weight  averaged  $19.45 
per  hundred  pounds  at  Berlin  for  the  weekending  September  23.    Receipts  at 
14  important  markets  continue  relatively  steady,  with  small  fluctuations 
from  week  to  week.    No  change  is  apparent  during  the  past  six  weeks-  See 
page  U3I. 

CANADA.-  Livestock  conditions  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta 
were  never  better  than  at  present  according  to  Crop  Bulletin,  No.  22  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  C"    -any  under  date  of  September  14.     There  is  a 
large  crop  of  hay,  plenty  of  good  pasture  and  cattle  will  go  into  winter 
quarters  in  the  best  of  shape  and  with  ample  feed  to  put  them  through. 

IRELAND.-  The  Government  of  the  Irish  Free  State  has  declined  to 
modify  its  present  policy  of  prohibiting  all  importation  of  live  stock,  hay 
and  straw  from  the  United  States,  according  to  the  American  Embassy  at  London. 
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DSNMARKs-  Hog  Slaughterings  in  export  houses  in  the  month  of  June 
I925  numbered  324.000  compared  with  294,000  in  May  1925.     They  were  also 
slightly  larger  thai  the  number  killed  in  June  1924  according  to  the  Sta- 
tistiske  Efterretnirger  of  August  31,  1925.    For  tie  six  months  period 
January  to  June  1925  thenumher  of  hogs  killed  was  2  per  cent  less  than 
during  the  same  period  of .  1Q2 J4.  hut  there  was  an  increase  of  60  per  cent 
in  slaughterings  compared  v.ith  the  average  for  the  four  pre-war  years 
1911-14. 

FRANCE:-  The  estimated  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  Franco 
during  the  first  quarter  i*f  I925  is  about  1  per  cent  gieater  than  those 
killed  during  the  corresponding  period  of  J.924.  The  total  increase  was 
in  swine  as  the  slaughtering  of  all  other  kinds-  of  animals  was  smaller 
during  this  period  of  I925  than  for  the  19?.4  period,  Hog  slaughterings 
increased  28  per  cent  while  cattle  and  calves  decreased  12  per  cent  and 
.  sheep  and  goats  about  3  par  cent.     Detailed  figures  will  be  found  on  page  426. 

ENGLAND:  -  Supplies  of  beef  and  mutton  in  the  London  Central  Mar  lasts 
for  the  eight  month  period  January-  August  1925  were  smaller  than  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  1^24  but  there  was  an  increase  of  1  per  cent 
in  the  amount  of  pork  received.     Supplies  of  beef  froi-  Argentina  and  Uruguay 
decreased  S  per  cent.    Those  from  Britain  and  Ireland  also  decreased  while 
supplies  from  New  Zealand  and  Australia  were  twice  as  large,  as  -/or  the 
same  period  last  year.    Mutton  and  lamb  supplies  from  New  Zealand  and 
Australia  decreased  12  per  cont  while  -chose  from  Argentina  increased  slightly. 
The  amount  of  pork  received  fi'nm  the  Netherlands  increased  22  per  cent 
while  that  from  Canada  and  the  United  States  as  well  as  home  produced  meats 
decreased.

SCOTLAND:-  Receipts  of  all  animals  at  the  principal  markets  in 
Scotland  in  I924  numbered  2,338V0C0  compared  with  2,817,000  in  I923  and 
2,561,000  in  1922.     The  steady  increase  since  1922  has  been  due  largely 
to  increases  in  receipts  of  store  sheep  and  fat  and  store  pigs.     See  page  hj^,

LONDON  WOOL  PRICES  ADVANCE      AMERICANS  BUYING. -  American  buyers  were 
free  purchasers  of  40  to  46's  qualities  crossbred  wool  at  the  London  sales 
on  September  18,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley. 
American  buyers  wore  not  in  the  market  at  the  opening  on  September  15,  hut 
France  bought  very  large  quantities  and  Bradford  about  15  per  cent  of  the 
offerings.    Prices  of  50  to  $6xs  crossbred  wools  advanced  around  4  cents 
per  pound  and  607s  quality  around  o  cents  per  pound  at  the  close  of  the 
week,  as  compared  with  prices  paid  at  the  opening  on  September  15. 
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THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION. 

September,  coning  well  within  the  season  of  comparat ively  light 
supplies  for  European  butter  imperters,  is  closing  with  overseas  prices  high 
enough  to  have  a  strengthening  effect  upon  the  market  in  the  United  States, 
and  yet  only  high  enough  to  maintain  the  steadiness  that  has  characterised 
London  butter  prices  during  the  entire  year  thus  far.     It  is  becoming 
apparent,  in  fact,  that  the  movement  of  butter  prices  in  London  is  beginning 
to  resemble  movements  of  pre-war  years  when  fluctuations  from  season  to 
season  were  less  marked  than  during  those  years  closely  following  the  war. 

Colonial  supplies  apparently  will  be  available  from  cold  storage  in 
London  until  the  new  season's  shipments  begin  to  arrive  from  the  Southern 
Hemisphere.    A  considerable  part  of  this  season's  shipments  from  Siberia  should 
arrive  late  enough  to  supplement  these  stocks,  and  with  a  normal  continental 
surplus,  the  English  markets  raay  be  expected  to  continue  reasonably  settled  as 
to  supplies , and  prices  of  butter.    Hew  long  the  rather  steady  upward  tendency 
will  continue  will  then  be  determined  by  conditions  affecting  the  forthcoming 
spring  output  in  New  Zealand,  Australia,  and  Argentina.    The  first  parcel  of 
this  season's  make  to  go  forward  from  New  Zealand  is  reported  due  to  arrive 
in  London  early  in  November. 

Prices  .Favorable  to  Dairy  Producers  in  Great  Britain. 

Prices  of  dairy  products  are  high  in  Great  Britain  in  relation  to  the 
general  average  of  farm  produce  and  as  compared  with  the  same  season  in  recent 
years.    Dairy  cows  on  the  other  hand,  do  not  just  now  command  prices  in  line 
with  agricultural  produce.    The  percentage  increases  for  the  month  of  August, 
1925  compared  with  the  averages  of  the  corresponding  month  in  1911-1913  accord- 
ing to  the  official  index  of  agricultural  prices  published  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  were  as  follows:

August  Butter  Imports  into  United  Kingdom  Decline 

August  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  reflect  a  falling  off  in  the 
total  supply  from  the  previous  month,  especially  from  Denmark,  France,  Irish 
Free  State,  Australia  and  New  Zealand.    Total  imports  of  butter  for  the  month 
were  little  more  than  ^0  per  cent  of  those  of  a  year  ago,  whereas  July  imports 
were  still  somewhat  larger  than  a  year  ago.    For  the  eight  months  ended  August 
.31,  the  butter  imports  totalled  i+79,^83. 200  lbs.,  a  quantity  20  per  "cfent  greater 
than  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year  and  more  than  in  any  entir.e  year 
except  192^. 
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Cheese  imports  were  heavier  than  a  year  ago  for  the  rr.onth,  with 
33,518,800  lbs.,  and  the  eight  months  period,  with  23.2,945, 5CU  lbs.  largely  on 
account  of  increased  supplies  from  Canada. 

Russian  Surplus  not  yet  up  to  Expectations. 

Of  special  interest  in  the  trade  of  individual  countries  are  the 
22  million  pounds  of  "butter  imported  during  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year 
from  Russia  into  the  United  Kingdom,  which  on  account  of  comparatively  small 
August  shipments  represents  only  a  very  slight  increase  for  the  eight  months 
over  a  year  ago.    Germany  is  drawing  to  some  extent  on  Russian  "butter  supplies, 
however,  and  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  does  not  reflect  the  full  increase 
from  that  source..   However,  imports  into  Germany  from  Russia  had  totalled  less 
than  six  million  pounds  at  the  end  of  July.    The  Russian  Review  reports  exports 
of  butter  for  the  nine  months  ended  June,-  1925,  valued  at  11,  f^o  ,000  gold 
rubles,  or  more  than  double  the  value  of  expo  jits  during  the  corresponding  period 
of  the- preceding  year.    Russia's  export  season  is  so  late,   that  the  most  recent 
months  are  the  most  significant,  and  it  is  accordingly  still  difficult  to 
estimate  Russia's  total  contribution  to  world  supplies  for  this  season. 

Record  Imports  of  Butter  into  Germany  in  August. 

..Imports  of  butter  into  Germany  during  August  were  the  heaviest  on 
record,  amounting  to  slightly  less  than  23  million  pounds.    Of  this  total, 
about  eight  million  pounds-were  from  Denmark  and  six  million  from  Netherlands . 
Tariff  legislation  has  undoubtedly  had  some  influence  in  stimulating  recent 
•-  imports,  into  Germany.  The  latest  information  from  the  American  Agricultural 
Commissioner  in  Berlin  gives  October  1  as  the  date  on  which  the  import  duty 
will  be  effective.    The  tariff  will  .be  equivalent  to  2.43  cents  per  pound  on 
butter.    On  cheese  the  rates  vary  with  quality  from  O.O65  cents  per  pound  on 
skim  milk  cheese  to  4*32  cents  on  table  cheeses,  with  an  intermediate  rate  of 
3,25  cents  on  "other  cheeses" .     Canned  milk  is  subject  to  a  duty  of  4.32  cents 
per  pound.  . 

Belgium  Has  Increased  Domestic  Supplies. 

Imports  of  butter  into  Belgium  during  recent  years  have  been  averaging 
some  twenty  million  pounds.    That  country  has  been  so  well  supplied  with 
Belgian  butter  since  June  that  the  market  there  for  foreign  butter  has  been 
quiet.    Conditions  which  tended  to  make  cattle  fattening  unprofitable  for  the 
Belgian  farmer  in  the  last  year  have  had  the  effect  of  increasing  milk  productio! 

Swiss  Cheese  Producers  Have  Good  Season 

For  the  six  months  ended  June,  1925,  the  exports  of  cheese  from 
Switzerland  amounted  to  I9t  979,454  lbs.  as  compared  with  16,430,053  lbs.  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  1924.    Exports  to  the  United  States  during  these 
periods  were  3,242,265  lbs.  and  2,807,941  lbs.  respectively.    Production  this 
season  is  reported  as  normal  and  sales  satisfactory,  with  the  prospect  on 
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July  31  that  stocks  of  summer  and  winter  cheese  would  be  disposed  of  by  the 
end  of  August.

Long  Season  Ended  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

September  is  the  spring  month  in  the  dairy  sections  of  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  and  in  August,  accordingly,  production  had  reached  about  the 
lowest  point  for  the  year.    'Winter  rains  already  received  have  provided  general 
conditions  thus  far  for  a  promising  spring.  Shipments  of  butter  afloat  from 
New  Zealand  and  Australia  as  late  as  September  U,  amounting  to  2,627,000  lbs. 
and  5,W+1,000  lbs.  respectively  indicate  the  low  point  to  which  their  winter 
production  had  fallen.    Shipments  to  arrive  early  in  October  were  practically 
negligible,  and  they  may  not  be  important  until  November. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA  HAS  LARGE  BARLEY  SURPLUS 

The  official  forecast  of  the  barley  crop  of  Chechoslovakia  is 
equivalent  to  52,000,000  bushels  as  cenroared  with  kk , 500,000  bushels  in 
1924.    Estimated  consumption  rs  reported  to  the  American  Commercial  Attache 
at  Prague  is  approximately  as  follows:

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Agricultural  exports  were  distinctly  greater  in  volume  in  August 
than  in  either  June  or  July,  but  were  smaller  than  in  any  corresponding 
mouth  since  1914.     The  increases  over  July  were  generally  seasonal  in 
character  with  cotton  expoi ts  somewhat  larger  and  wheat  exports  smaller 
than  usual  at  this  season.    Exports  of  meat  products,  particularly  hams, 
"bacon  and  lard  were  very  small,  and  tut  slightly  above  the  average  level 
of  the  five  years  1909-1913. 

The  following  table  gives  the  index  number  for  all  commodities 
and  for  groups  for  August  1925  with  comparisons  with  previous  months.

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INCREASED  GERMAN  TOBACCO  IMFORTS 

Total  imports  of  leaf  tobacco  into  Germany,  which  amounted  to 
216,000,000  pounds  in  1924  as  compared  with  136,000,000  pounds  in  1923  and 
179,000,000  pounds  in  1913,  have  been  well  maintained  in  the  first  half  of 
1925,  but  imports  from  the  United  States  have  dropped  off.     In  the  six. 
months  January-June  1925,  Germany  imported  113,000,000  pounds  of  leaf  to- 
bacco as  compared  with  117,000,000  pounds  in  the  same  months  of  1924,  but 
the  United  States  was  the  origin  of  only  9,900,000  pounds  compared  with 
17,250,000  pounds  last  year. 

An  examination  of  the  statistics  of  imports  by  countries  of  origin 
in  the  accompanying  tables  seems  to  indicate  a  definite  shifting  of  the 
sources  of  supply  in  the  years  since  the  world  war  as  compared  with  the 
years  just  preceding  the  war.     This  shift  consists  in  a  distinct  increase 
in  imports  from  Turkey,  Greece  and  Bulgaria,  with  a  Corresponding  decrease 
in  imports  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies  and  from  the  West  Indies  and  neighbor- 
ing Spanish-American  countries. 

Since  the  countries  from  which  imports  have  declined  are  producers 
of  cigar  leaf  and  those  from  which  imports  have  increased  are  producers  of 
cigarette  tobacco,  these  changes  confirm  reports  from  other  sources  of  an 
increased  use  of  cigarettes  in  Germany  and  a  decrease  in  the  use  of  cigars. 
The  figures  also  give  some  indication  of  the  magnitude  of  the  shift  in  con- 
sumption. 

Imports  of  tobacco  from  the  United  States  were  unusually  heavy  in 
1923  and  1924,  constituting  from  14  to  16  per  cent  of  the  total  imports  as 
compared  with  nine  to  ten  per  cent  in  1911-1913. 

In  the  first  six  months  of  1925,  however,  imports  of  tobacco  from 
the  United  States  have  been  but  little  larger  than  in  corresponding  months 
of  the  three  years  just  preceding  the  war.     The  ratio  which  these  imports 
bear  to  total  imports  is  distinctly  smaller  than  the  three  year  pre-war 
average .

TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  IN  PRENCH •  CAMEROON 

Tobacco  culture  in  French  Cameroon  has  been  given  a  new  impetus  by  the 
granting  of  a  sixty  year  lease  of  17,000  acres  of  land  to  the  "Campagnie  des 
Tabacs  du  Cameroon",  according  to  Consul  Raymond  Davis  at  Paris,  France.  The 
land  is  to  be  used  for  the  cultivation  of  tobacco  .for  export.-  This  is  said 
to  be  of  considerable  importance  to  France  as  it  will  help  to  reduce  her  annual 
purchases  of  foreign  tobacco.     It' is  of  further  interest  to  the  world  market 
since  the  leaf  now  being  cultivated  in  this  area  is  said  to  be  of  a  very  fine 
quality,  of  the  same  type  and  equal  to  the  best  sumatra  wrapper.     It  is  reported 
that  this  tobacco  has  already  taken  a  definite  position  on  the  market  at 
Amsterdam. 

The  acreage  devoted  to  tobacco  culture  in  Cameroon  in  1924  according  to 
Consul  Davis,  amounted  to  500  acres  with  a  total  production  of  364,000  pounds 
of  tobacco.     It  is  estimated  that  the  1925  production  will  reach  441,000  pounds.

NORMAL  ROQUEFORT  CHEESE  PRODUCTION  IN  FRANCE 

Cheese  production  at  Roquefort,  France,  during  the  season  ended 
February,  1925,  was  considerably  below  that  of  the  previous  year,  but 
equal  to  that  of  the  years  immediately  following  the  close  of  the  war. 
Notable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  manufacturing  and  of 
handling  the  cheese.    The  total  volume  of  exports  to  the  United  States 
was  1,971,691  pounds,  with  a  total  value  of  $505,095,  distributed  by 
months  as  follows:

The  recent  decline  was  due  in  part  to  lower  wholesale  prices  for 
cheese,  and  in  part,  also,   to  the  high  cost  of  sheep s'  milk,  according  to 
a  recent  report  by  American  Consul  William  E.  Runt  at  Saint  Etienne,  France, 
Scarcity  of  labor  contributed  to  make  sheep  breeding  more  profitable  than 
their  use  for  milking  purposes,  and  high  prices  for  sheeps1  milk  were 
required  to  encourage  its  production,, 


1924-25  VANILLA  BEAN  CROP 

The  Mexican  vanilla  bean  crop  of  192U-25,  according  to  American  Consul 
Wood  at  Vera  Cruz,  amounted  to  approximately  180,000  pounds  of  "wholes" 
and  50,000  pounds  of  "cuts",  compared  with  125,000  and  130,000  pounds 
respectively,  last  year.    This  season's  crop  was  estimated  early  in  April 
at  195,000  pounds  of  "wholes"  and  30, COO  pounds  of  "cuts".     The  Consul 
states  that  the  quality  of  the  beans  this  season  has  been  inferior  to  that 
of  last  year.    High  prices  caused  the  Indian  growers  to  pick  earlier  than 
usual,  with  the  result  that  the  beans  did  not  respond  so  favorably  to  the 
curing  process.     The  amount  of  stocks  on  hand  is  60,000  "wholes".  There 
are  no  "cuts",  the  latter  having  been  purchased  early  in  the  season. 

Consul  Wood  advises  that  conditions  appear  very  favorable  for  a 
25  per  cent  increase  over  the  present  crop  during  the  year  1925-26. 

American  Consul  Lewis  E.  Boyle,  Tahiti,  Society  Islands,  reports  that 
the  1925-26  vanilla  bean  crop  in  the  Societj*  Islands  will  not  "be  more  than 
2,000  tins  of  hO  kilos  net,  or  80  metric  tons.

LONDON  BUTTER  MARKET  FIRM,  PRICES  SEASONALLY  RISING 

Butter  prices  in  London  on  September  25  were  again  generally  higher  than  the 
preceding  week,  and  in  keeping  with  the  recent  advance  in  New  York.    While  92  score 
in  New  York  rose  from  48  cents  per  pound  on  September  17  to  U9.5  on  September  24 
Danish  was  officially  quoted  in  Copenhagen,  at  a  slight  decline  in  terms 

of  United  States  currency  during  the  same  week,  from  the  equivalent  of  46.2  cents 
to  45. 3  cents.     Colonial  butter,  present  imports  of  which  are  at  about  their  lowest 
point  for  the  season,  advanced  generally,  two  to  three  cents  per  pound  at  London 
during  the  week.    Danish  and  Dutch  although  meeting  with  good  demand  from  Germany 
did  not  maintain  their  recent  margin  over  best  Colonial  rising  only  from  I47.3  to 
48,5  cents  in  the  case  of  Danish  and  not  at  all  with  Dutch.     Canadian  continues 
to  :sell  slightly  under  Australian  at  around  42  cents.    A  detailed  statement  of 
quotations  in  Copenhagen  and  London  as  cabled  by  the  American  Agricultural 
Commissioner  in  London  with  New  York  prices  for  comparison  appears  on  page  U32
